Tatrakshak Medal for Gallantry to Commandant Chandra Shekhar Joshi, Tatrakshak Medal (0510-J). 

CITATION 

Commandant Chandra Shekhar Joshi, Tatrakshak Medal (0510-J) joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 07 July 

1997. 


2. It was on the 31 December 2014, all security agencies were on high alert to thwart any attempt by anti national 
elements to disturb national peace and tranquility. ICG Ship (ICGS) Rajratan under the command of Commandant Chandra 
Shekhar Joshi was deployed on the sensitive Indo-Pak national International Maritime Boundary Line (IMBL). At about 1305 
hrs on 31 December 2014, while at IMBL, ship received directives to proceed with maximum speed and intercept a Pak 
fishing boat engaged in suspicious activity. The location of the suspect Fishing Boat (FB) was 170 Nautical Mile (NM) from 
ship’s position. The officer took stock of the situation and immediately shaped course to intercept the suspect FB at maximum 
speed. The sea conditions were rough with Sea State 4, Swell 2.5 meters to 3.0 meters and winds gusting to 35-40 Knots. 
Undeterred by the prevailing weather, he maintained the intercepting course as time was an essence for the success of the 
mission. He took regular updates from the CG Dornier in area and kept himself abreast with the changing tactics of the 
suspected FB. 

3. Expecting a hostile situation, the officer brought the ship to the highest state of readiness and briefed his Officers 
& Men and tasked every individual with specific responsibility. He also kept encouraging his men so as to derive the best. 
After approximately 11 gruelling hours in the rough seas, the suspect FB was finally intercepted at 2357 hours as a result of 
effective Sea-Air Co-ordinated search. The boat was unlit and it manoeuvres expressed hostile intent by trying to evade the 
ship and flee by taking advantage of the dark hours and adverse weather. Despite repeated calls on Very High Frequency 
(VHF) Channel 16, loud hailer and indication by search light, the crew of the suspected FB was defiant and refused to 
surrender. The graduated use of force and judicious use of ship’s fire power forced the suspected fishing boat to stop, as the 
perfect tactics employed by the officer completely denied all possibility for the boat of escape. The boarding party was being 
prepared for boarding operation with first light. However, on 01 January 2015 at around 0230 hours the suspected boat was 
seen to be engulfed by massive fire following an explosion, indicating presence of high explosives onboard. The boat finally 
sank at about 0633 hours on 01 January 2015. 

4. Commandant Chandra Shekhar Joshi with his indomitable courage, incisive leadership and fearless efforts 
successfully dealt with the volatile situation which prevented the designs of anti national elements to reach national shores 
and prevented an incident which could have tantamount to another 26/11 attack. 

5. Commandant Chandra Shekhar Joshi, Tatrakshak Medal (0510-J) has accredited himself well and therefore he is 
awarded the President’s Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

CITATION 

Commandant Sandeep Safaya (0440-X) joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 08 July 1995 and is presently 
commanding Air Cushion Vessel (ACV) H-194. 

2. On 17 February 2015, at about 1645 hours, ACV H-194 received a telephonic information from Marine police 
station, Belapur regarding a ferry boat carrying 78 passengers including young children onboard under distress view 
grounding and likely to sink near Elephanta Island. The officer immediately apprised District Headquarters (DHQ) -2 and 
Regional Headquarters (RHQ) (West) and subsequently ACV H-194 was sailed with dispatch at 1705 hours to undertake the 
Search and Rescue (SAR) operation. The craft reached the location where the distressed vessel was aground. The distressed 
boat was listing due to uneven distribution weight of the passengers. The transfer of passengers from the ferry was a 
challenging task as the area was marshy. 

3. The frightened passengers were eager to be rescued and the panic situation was evident. The officer exhibited 
high sense of professional expertise by manoeuvering the craft close to the boat, took it alongside with utmost care by 
constantly maintaining air cushion sufficient enough to embark the passengers and at the same time keeping requisite 
clearance from the ground. 

4. The team under the leadership of Commandant Sandeep Safaya (0440-X) successfully accomplished the mission 
of rescuing the 78 passengers by taking them onboard at 1736 hrs and thereafter bringing them safely to Coast Guard 
Hoverport, Belapur. The extremely swift and courageous act involving a mass rescue operation within a record time of about 
an hour exemplifies the daring and courageous qualities of an ICG officer. 

5. Commandant Sandeep Safaya (0440-X) has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak 
Medal (Gallantry).

Medal for Gallantry to Commandant Abhay Maruti Ambetkar (0485-C). 

CITATION 

Commandant Abhay Maruti Ambetkar (0485-C) joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 08 July 1996. The officer 
is presently posted at Coast Guard Air Enclave (CGAE), Porbandar as Senior Observer and has an experience of more than 
4500 flying hours. 

2. On 31 December 2014, as officiating Squadron Commander of 746 Squadron (CG) successfully led the maiden 
anti-terrorist operation by the ICG. Despite acute shortage of manpower and airfield watch hour restrictions at Porbandar 
airfield. He ensured unconditional availability of Porbandar airfield and facilitated short notice/round the clock launch of 05 
Dornier Aircraft sorties from a remote civil airfield - Porbandar resulting in timely detection, tracking and interception of the 
suspicious vessel. The officer led his team comprising of young dynamic pilots and observers to excel with pride on the night 
of 31 December 2014. Immaculate conduct of all the mission briefings/de-briefs, precise sortie planning and invaluable 
guidance on navigation, gambit tactics to junior aircrew resulted in successful accomplishment of sea-air coordinated 
operation 200 Nautical Mile(NM) out at sea. As a leader he re-organised the crew to overcome stress and fatigue due to 
extended flying operations. 

3. As Captain of the aircraft, took charge of the situation at 2300 hours on 31 December 2014. The prevailing 
weather conditions were not conducive for the detection and tracking of small contacts due to heavy swell, strong winds and 
sea state 4-5. The darkness, movement restrictions in proximity of International Maritime Boundary Line (IMBL) and 
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limitation due to heavy sea state/swell/radar clutter further deteriorated the situation. The officer displayed extraordinary 
professional acumen and exploited sensors to the maximum and efficiently navigated the aircraft and detected the suspect 
vessel and vectored ICG Ship Rajratan to the same for further action. 

4. Prompt response, expeditious detection, precise navigation, efficient and effective vectoring in establishing of 
communication link which resulted in successful sighting of Pakistani Boat carrying explosives (which finally blew itself up 
to avoid apprehension). 

5. Commandant Abhay Maruti Ambetkar (0485-C) has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Medal for Gallantry to Commandant Kanwaljit Singh (0506-X). 

CITATION 

Commandant Kanwaljit Singh (0506-X) joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 07 July 1997 and presently 
commanding ICG Ship Subhadra Kumari Chauhan. 

2. On 04 December 2014, the ship received an intelligence input from Regional Headquarters(West) [RHQ(W)] 
regarding involvement of 02 vessels in smuggling of contraband off Mumbai. The ship sailed with dispatch from Mumbai at 
1030 hours on 04 December 2014 to Rendezvous ICG Ship Achook which was in the area. 

3. The ship arrived area at 1900 hours on 04 December 2014. The officer assumed duties of On-scene Commander 
(OSC) and divided the search area into northern and southern zones. The ship maintained patrol in the north to box-in 
suspected vessels. At about 1930 hours, the officer ordered continuous monitoring of the Very High Frequency (VHF) 
Maritime Mobile Band (MMB) channel 10, 16, 21 and 63, which is the most frequently exploited frequencies by barge 
owners and operators. The ship observed chatter regarding transfer of lakdi on channel 10 and 63. The ship then shaped 
course towards the most probable area, based on variations on squelch settings, while doing a 360 degree turn to identify a 
most probable direction where the reception was audible at a maximum squelch. 

4. At about 2020 hours on 04 December 2014, the ship observed a distinct silhouette of 02 unlit vessels appearing to 
be a dhow. At this moment, the officer ordered silent regime and manning of armaments. The suspect vessels when taken by 
surprise, immediately started their engines and started heading in opposite directions to avoid arrest. Despite warnings and 
repeated VHF calls to stop, the suspect vessels increased speed and showed disregard to authority and criminal intent. The 
officer directed CG Dornier ex-Daman which was in area and ICG Ship Achook to intercept the escaping dhow while the ship 
was engaged in hot pursuit of the barge. At 2047 hours the barge was made to stop and surrender institution of gradual use of 
force and fire arms as ordered by the officer. 

5. The boarding party recovered red sunders wood onboard barge MV Ganga Sugar and the same was also confirmed 
onboard dhow MV Marwan. The total worth of confiscated contraband valued over Rs. 9 crores in the international market. A 
total of 16 suspects were arrested from both the vessels. The officer then directed the boarding officer to take command of the 
barge and sailed all four ships, including 02 rogue vessels, to Mumbai for further interrogation and action. 

6. Commandant Kanwaljit Singh (0506-X) has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak 
Medal (Gallantry). 

7. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule ll(i) of the rules governing grant of Tatrakshak 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel 
who have received the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

Medal for Gallantry to Commandant Satish Bisht (0546-P). 

CITATION 

Commandant Satish Bisht (0546-P) joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 04 January 1999. The officer has served 
in various significant flying appointments including commissioning crew of ICG Maldives Dhruv flight in April 2010 and 
subsequently as contingent commander of the same unit in March 2014 (which was established in April 2010 as an elite 
project) to strengthen bilateral cooperation between India and Republic of Maldives. 

2. On 18 October 2012, during night ops a patient was to be evacuated from Euvamulah Island. The peculiarity of 
the operation was that it was carried out from a field where no runway lighting was available, the officer used his experience, 
knowledge of terrain and innovative planning evacuated the patient using alternative lighting arrangements thus instilled the 
faith amongst Maldivians. Officer has carried out humanitarian operations across the entire length of the island nation. On 
many occasions patients were evacuated from far flung islands which involved flying over 500 Nautical Mile (NM). Such 
operations involved diligence and resolve to reach out to the people in need. Such operations requiring multiple fuelling, 
landings at unprepared surfaces through dynamic weather conditions and across the entire length of a nation are 
unprecedented in Advanced Light Helicopter (ALH) operations’ history. 

3. Despite infrastructural and technical restraints, as contingent commander, he led the team in many missions 
towards successful accomplishments. Apart from the medical evacuations for Maldivians, a mission was undertaken on 
Maldives National Defence Force (MNDF) tasking to evacuate a Bangladeshi national with severe burn injuries from Gaafu 
dhall atoll. The officer displayed extraordinary act of gallant, presence of mind, professionalism, exhibited exemplary 
courage, diligence and praise worthy flying skills under adverse conditions during all humanitarian and life saving missions. 

4. He is also recipient of DGICG commendation (2004 and 2009), CINCAN commendation (2006) and HCI (Male) 
commendation (2010). 

5. Commandant Satish Bisht (0546-P) has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal 
(Gallantry). 

6. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule ll(i) of the rules governing grant of Tatrakshak 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel 
who have received the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

CITATION 

Ami Chand, Uttam Adhikari (Radar Plotter), 02787-P joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 13 July 1992. 

2. On 04 December 2014, ICG Ship Subhadra Kumari Chauhan received intelligence input from Regional 
Headquarters (West) [RHQ(W)] regarding involvement of 02 vessels in smuggling of contraband off Mumbai. The ship 
sailed with dispatch from Mumbai at 1030 hours to Rendezvous (R/V) ICG Ship Achook which was already present in the 
area. The Commanding Officer briefed Executive Officer and Master Chief Boatswain Mate (MCBM) about the mission 
wherein the ship was required to maintain high speeds in dark hours. Ami Chand, U/Adh, MCBM, understood the situation 
and prepared the ship for the operation. 

3. The ship arrived in area at 1900 hours on 04 December 2014 and the Subordinate Officer (SO) was ordered to 
ensure darkened ship condition in order to achieve the element of surprise. The SO prepared upper decks with no light, 
keeping the safety of men and material in mind, successful lowering the Gemini and dispatch of Boarding Party. The SO, 
meanwhile, briefed the lookouts and the boarding party about the requirements of the operation. 

4. At about 2000 hours on 04 December 2014, the SO observed a silhouette of 02 unlit vessels appearing at the 
horizon and reported the same to Bridge. The SO appreciated the vessels to be rogue owing to his experience at sea and 
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critical observation and briefed the Command accordingly. At this moment, the SO coordinated actions to ensure silence on 
upper decks and manning of all small arms. The vessels, which was later taken by surprise, immediately started their engines 
and head in opposite directions. Despite warnings and repeated Very High Frequency (VHE) calls to stop, the vessels 
increased speed and showed no fear of authority displaying criminal intent. The SO, with his quick thinking prowess, 
maintained constant Radio Telephony (RT) contact with ICG Ship Achook and passed positions of the escaping dhow on real 
time basis. Thereafter, the ship engaged in hot pursuit of the fleeing barge. It was at about 2047 hours that the barge was made 
to stop through controlled and warning firing aptly coordinated by the SO. 

5. The total value of confiscated contraband was over Rs 09 crores in the international market. A total of 08 suspects/ 
person were arrested from the barge. The arrest was a direct result of keen observation, seaman’s eye and motivation of the 
SO in which he contributed immensely towards maintaining accurate gun fire in orderly manner and safe handling of the 
Gemini. 

6. Ami Chand, Uttam Adhikari (Radar Plotter), 02787-P has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 

7. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule ll(i) of the rules governing grant of Tatrakshak 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel 
who have received the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

Medal for Gallantry to Bikash Bagchi, Adhikari (Mechanical Engineer), 03225-L. 

CITATION 

Bikash Bagchi, Adhikari (Mechanical Engineer), 03225-L joined the Indian Coast Guard (ICG) on 01 August 1996. 

2. At about 1645 hours on 17 Eebruary 2015, Air Cushion Vessel (ACV) H-194 received an information from 
Marine Police Station, Belapur regarding a ferry in distress view grounding and likelihood of sinking near Elephanta Island 
carrying 78 passengers onboard including young children. Bikash Bagchi, Adh (ME) while carrying out the duties of Chief 
Boatswain Mate (CBM) in addition to Chief (ME), was entrusted to prepare the craft for immediate launch. The Subordinate 
Officer (SO) prepared the craft for launching within fifteen minutes after ensuring sufficient fuel and healthy machinery 
status to undertake rescue mission. Due to his quick response and understanding the urgency of the mission, the craft was 
ready to sail with dispatch at 1705 hours for Search and Rescue (SAR) operation. 

3. The craft effected Rendezvous (R/V) with the aground vessel at 1724 hours near Elephanta Island, Mumbai. The 
distressed boat was listing due to uneven weight of the passengers. Therefore, the craft immediately launched the boarding 
party which was lead by Bikash Bagchi, Adh (ME) to effectively control the situation. In order to maintain balance, the SO 
without losing time immediately jumped into the distressed boat which was listing heavily on one side. He sensed the danger 
and instantly secured the distress boat to the craft with the help of ropes and managed the survivors by making them sit evenly 
on either side of the boat to correct the list. 

4. Bikash Bagchi, Adh (ME) immediately instilled faith on the passengers and thus controlled the panic situation. 
The SO remained inside the ferry until all the survivors were rescued. He assisted the Commanding Officer in making right 
approach towards the distressed boat by way of visual signals. The professional acumen, the team work and crew resource 
management displayed by the SO in the timely rescue of the 78 passengers exemplifying service before self is commendable, 
thus enhancing the professional pride of the ICG. 

5. Bikash Bagchi, Adhikari (Mechanical Engineer), 03225-L has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded 
the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 

6. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule ll(i) of the rules governing grant of Tatrakshak 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel 
who have received the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award.

2. During August 2014, consequent to incessant rain over most parts of Kujang and Kendrapada districts of Odisha, 
the strong flood stream swept many villages and threatened numerous lives. Coast Guard District Headquarters (CGDHQ) 
No. - 7, Paradip, Odisha, launched "Operation Rabat" on 05 August 2014 to rescue life of villagers in the distressed situation. 
He was the member of rescue team and was deputed for rescue operations. 

3. 06 August 2014, while sanitizing flood affected village in the delta of Mahanadi river, he noticed a boat carrying 
08 personnel capsizing and inmates struggling to come close to the Mahanadi river bank, severely challenged by strong flood 
stream. Initially attempts of passing lifebuoys failed as the flood stream was very strong and also stormy weather was posing 
a big challenge. Despite unfavorable conditions, the EP decided to take risk to provide assistance to the distressed crew who 
were struggling hard to reach ashore. He led the team successfully against strong flood stream and team, under his able 
leadership managed to rescue 08 lives with due regards to safety. The rescued persons were safely shifted to shelter for 
further management. 

4. The courage and safe execution of mission with highest regard to safety of life is in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the service. 

5. Madan Lai, Pradhan Navik (Steward), 05308-R has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Sub: Policy regarding Recovery of EMD/BG amount lying unclaimed by the readymade garment exporters under the then 

Garment & Knitwear Export Entitlement (Quota) Policy (2000-2004). 

No. S.O. No.8/3/2015-EP—Whereas operation of the residuary provisions of Garments and Knitwears Export 
Entitlement (Quota) Policy (2000-2004) [GKEEP] was notified initially for one year with effect from January, 2005, vide 
Notification No. 1/61/2004- Exports-I dated 9* November, 2004, and same has been extended from time to time up to 
3L‘ December, 2016. 

2. Whereas the aforesaid Policy had a provision for submission of Ernest Money Deposit (EMD) / Bank Guarantee 
(BG) by the concerned exporters as a guarantee towards fulfilling the export obligations within the stipulated period, failing 
which the EMD/BG is liable to be forfeited. 

3. Whereas EMDs deposited by the exporters were either released or forfeited by the designated authorities based on 
exporters’ performance as per procedure under which the exporters were required to submit documentary proofs in support of 
shipment to Quota Administering Authority (QAA). 

4. Whereas it has been observed from the Audited Accounts of Apparel Export Promotion Council (AEPC), that an 
unclaimed amount of Rs. 48.58 crores is lying with AEPC in the form of fixed deposits and demand drafts, details of which 
are maintained by AEPC. This amount belongs to the Gol, which AEPC was holding as the Custodian. This unclaimed 
amount of Rs. 48.58 cr. has been lying for more than 10 years in absence of any preferred claims as per guidelines. 

5. Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred in the Garment & Knitwear Export Entitlement (Quota) 
Policy (2000-2004) extended till 31.12.2016 (para 20), in respect of countries where such exports are covered by restraints 
under the provisions of the Agreement of Textiles and Clothing, is hereby substituted as under in place of Para 12 (C) of 
Notification No. 1/128/99-Exports-I dated the 12th November, 1999. 

“An opportunity is hereby given to the exporters covered under the Policy to submit their claims for refund, if any, 
along with all the supporting documents within 90 days from the date of this Notification before QAA, provided that all such 
DD/ Eixed Deposit Receipts, for which no claim is received within the stipulated period shall stand forfeited along with 
interest earned by the Quota Administering Authority in favour of Govt, of India to be deposited in the Consolidated Fund of 
India (CFI). No claim of any apparel exporter, whatsoever, shall be entertained in respect of the said unclaimed Demand 
Drafts/Fixed Deposit Receipts on any ground whatsoever after the expiry of the stipulated period of 90 days.” 

6. Accordingly exporters, who have submitted BG/EMD, in respect of the amount deposited as mentioned in para 4 
above, are requested to submit their claims as indicated, failing which the said amount will stand forfeited in favour of the 
Government of India.
